Tax Hints to 
Avoid Penalty 

Attention! Owners of 
property within Los Angeles 
County. 

Last year the Los Angeles 
County Tax Collector, Harold 
J. Ostly, collected $3,630,- 
852.07 in penalties on delin¬ 
quent payment^ received 
from 264,570 taxpayers. 

To avoid the payment of 
penalties, the tax collector, 
Harold J. Osely, suggests 
you mail your payment by 
Dec. 5 to assure a postmark 
prior to 5 p.m. on Dec. 10, 
1963. Payments postmarked 
after Dec. 10 will be return¬ 
ed to the taxpayer and will 
require the additional pay¬ 
ment of the 6% penalty in 
accordance with state law. 

If you have not yet re¬ 
quested your tax bill from 
the tax collector, call MAdi- 
son 6-6311 immediately to 
avoid the payment of pen¬ 
alty if the taxes become 
delinquent. 

If a bank or loan com¬ 
pany pays your taxes, or if 
you have requested a bill 
within the last week, you 
do not need to make a re¬ 
quest. 

To avoid the inconveni¬ 
ence of waiting in long lines 
at the payment windows, 
mail your payment to the 
tax collector. Mall early to 
avoid the possibility of pay¬ 
ing penalties.

About 72 
per cent of assessed valua¬ 
tion is in the city of Pasa¬ 
dena, about 16 per cent in 
the neighboring unincor- 
ported city of Altadena and 
about 4 per cent in Sierra 
Madre. Estimated popula¬ 
tion is 190,000. 

Bank of America under¬ 
writing groups finance a 
large part of the new 
schools and classrooms in 
California’s' school districts. 
In the past 12 months the 
Bank and its associates 
bought more than $380 mil¬ 
lion of California state and 
municipal bonds.
